The Crucifictlon in the Mission of San Bue­ 
naventura. 


A monj' the many interesting relics 
in the Mission of San Buenaventura, 
Southern California, is a large image 
of the Savior carved out of wood and 
plucc-d over the alter. It wa9 the work 
of a o p a u is h artist, lamousfor his skill 
in \\ od carving, and was made in 
Seville, toward the latter part of the 
sixteenth c e n tu r;. It is consequently 
upwards of three hundred years old 
and is probably the oldest relic of the 
kind in the United States. Time bus 
dealt kindly with it, though the wood 
in some parts has cracked, am. the 
lower portion of the image is singed 
from lapers, carelessly placed on the 
altar beneath. The figure still retains 
its shape and is finely proportioned, 
the face exceedingly Well chiselled 
anti expressive of intense suffering. 
The figure is over life size, aud wus 
cut from a single piece of timber. In 
the same church is a vestment worn 
by one of ttie In lian converts, on 
which an image of ihe Virgin is im ­ 
pressed. The picture m ’acuiously ap- 
pearedon the con versi 
'th e Indian, 
and is regarded as a r 
i of the ut­ 
most sanctity. There me forty F ran­ 
ciscan friars at (he Mission under the 
8Uperiorship of Father 8unohez. They 
wear gray robes and sandals, shave 
their heads, and are extremely ascetic. 
The Mission is one of the most ' iter- 
estin g spots in California, and will 
amply repay a visit.

E x -P resid en t A ndrew Jo h n so n died of p a r­ 
aly sis yesterd ay m o rn in g at th e restder.ee of 
till d a u g h te r In G reenville, T ennessee. 
A large vote was polled at th e D em ocratic 
p rim arles yesterday. 
It a p p ears th a t J a y G ould is try in e to secure 
a co n tro llin g Interest In th e stock of the 
W estern U nion T eleg rap h C om pany, for the 
purpose o t ab so rb in g it In th e A tlantic and 
Pacific C om pany. 
T he O reut W estern C onsolidated M ining 
C om pany, of P a n a in in t, h av e Incorporated. 
T he A u stra lia n P a rlia m e n t h av e granted a 
subsidy o f 3000,000 per y ear for eight years to 
the Pacific Mall S te am sh ip C om pany for 
m o n th ly m all service. 
H on. T. G. P h elp s addressed a large con­ 
course o t people at S to ck to n yesterday w ith 
a tw o h o u rs' speech, In w hich h e denounced 
th e p re se n t h igh sa laries p aid to oftice-hold 
era a n d pledged h im self to reduce tax atio n . 
Ju d g e B arrett refuses to reduce Tw eed’s bail 
from «4,000. 
T he Jo h n so n obsequies w ill ta k e place at 
G reen v ille, T ennessee, n e x t T uesday. 
H . 
H jb b e rt’s lard-oil w orks at H u n ter’s 
Point w ere burned yesterd ay . 
A severe shock o f e a rth q u a k e w as felt at 
M illcdgevlile, G eorgia, o n Ju ly 28th. 


Y e s t e r d a y we published a card 
from Colonel B . L . P e e l announcing 
h b withdrawal from the Independent 
party aftd expressing his intention to 
act in the future with the Democracy. 
Colonel P e e l has worked and voted 
with the Independents of this county 
for some time but lie cannot longer re­ 
main in their ranks. 
His disaffection 
was known prior to the holding of 


B r i e b l y ’s convention and we have it 
from reliable sources that an effort was 
made to retain the Colonel in the In ­ 
dependent fold by offering him the 
nomination for an office. 
In this con­ 
nection we may state that the name 
of Wm. H. 
W o r k m a n 
which was 
mentioned as a candidate for office in 
the B r i e r i .y convention was used 
without his knowledge or consent. 


Matters of Record. 


No well informed resident of this 
State will deny that it was from Gov­ 
ernor H a i g h t that the railroad com ­ 
pany received their first real defeat. 
All know that from the laying of the 
first rail up to ttie session of the Leg­ 
islature in 1869-70, every donation and 
subscription asked for by the railroad 
company was obtained almost for the 
asking. 
The first two subsidy bills 
introduced in the Legislature which 
failed to become laws were those which 


H a i g h t ’s veto and a Democratic mi­ 
nority in the Senate defeated during 
that session. 
Had those bills found a 
place on our statute books and the 
railroad company enforced their con­ 
ditions, the counties of Tulare, Fresno, 
Merced, Stanislaus, San Luis Obispo 
and Monterey would have incurred 
liabilities that they never could have 
discharged. Kern county alone, with 
a tax list of $1,191,890, of which only 
$431,518 was real estate, would have 
assumed a debt of $480,(100—more than 
the assessed valuation of her entire 
real estate. The proportionate debt of 
the other counties unmed would have 
been something less, but far too heavy 
to b e borne. 
Now then, who sa veil 
these counties from a load of taxation 
which, in time, would have dcpopu* 
lated them and left them the property 
of the parties holding their bonds? In 
his veto message, H a i g h t explained 
the injustice which the passage of this 
bill would work on the counties there­ 
in named. In the Senate on the ques­ 
tion: 
Shall the bill become a law, 
notwithstanding the Governor’s veto, 
the vote was as follows: N o—B u r ­ 


n e t t , Co n n , F o w l e r , H a y e s , H u n ­ 


t e r , I r w i n , L a r k i n , L e w is , M a n d e - 


v il l e , M i n i s , O ’C o n n o r , P e n d e o a s t , 


P e r k i n s and W a r d . 
A solid Demo­ 
cratic vote. 
Among the uames re­ 
corded who voted to pass the bills over 
the veto, we find that of R. P a c h e c o , 
Independent candidate for Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor, and J. J. G r e e n , the 
Republican nominee for State Con­ 
troller. 
These are facts—a part of the 
written history of the S tate—and witli 
them before the Bulletin and other 
Independent journals, it seems un­ 
reasonable and inconsistent that they 
should fill their columns with charges 
th at I r w in is a railroad man and P a ­ 


c h e c o a gentleman who never lias 
and never will bow to the dictation of 
a railroad corporation. The Independ­ 
ent party has but one principle, and 
that is a professed hatred of corpora­ 
tions; yet It is now supporting for 
Lieutenant - Governor a gentleman 
who, while in the Senate, never cast a 
vote agaiust the will and wishes of 
the great Independent bugbear—the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. 


The Rights of Citizens. 


In his opposition to the application 
of Mr. P o t t s for permission from the 
Council to convey water ou his own 
land, Mayor B e a u d r y adopts what 
appears to us to be a line of policy iu 
direct opposition to th at which he has 
advocated prior to the inception of the 
enterprise which Mr. P o t t s now de­ 
sires the consent of the Council to 
carry Into effect. 
It will be remem­ 
bered that Mr. 
B e a u d r y obtained 
from the city government a privilege 
exactly similar iu nature and purpose 
to th a t which be is now exercising his 
influence to prevent Mr. P o t t s obtain­ 
ing. 
By the use of this privilege and 


the expenditure of a sum of money, 
lie increased from a mere nominal 
value to $500 per acre, a large area of 
laud owned by himself. Now as be­ 
tween individual citizens we subm it 
the proposition: 
By what condition 
of circumstances can the 
Council 
justify the act of granting one citizen 
a privilege and w ithholding it from 
another? If no right or contract was 
violated in granting 
Mr. B e a u d r y 
permission to erect water works w ith­ 
in the corporate limits of this city, it 
follows th a t none are, or can be jeop­ 
ardized by granting like permission 
to Mr. P o t t s. 
The only real question 
which enters into th e issue between 
these two gentlem en is one which Mr. 
B e a u d r y lias not touched upon, but 
which thP Council should have con­ 
sidered before granting him the privi­ 
lege lie obtained. 
The point is this: 
Certain rights and privileges have been 
granted by the city to other parties 
for and in consideration of stipulated 
services. 
W h at the Council should 
determine is, to w hat extent, if any, 
does the privilege granted 
to Mr. 
B e a u d r y or will that asked for by Mr. 


P o t t s, affect the pledges of tlie city 
to those parties. 
If no pledge or con­ 
tract on the part of the city wan vio­ 
lated in granting the privilege now 
exercised by Mr. B e a u d r y , neither 
the one nor the other can be affected by 
granting a sim ilar privilege to Mr. 
P o t t s or to any other resdient of this 
city who may apply for it. If on the oth­ 
er hand the guaranteed rights of those 
parties were jeopardized by the privi­ 
lege secured by Mr. B e a u d r y the city 
is liable to the extent of the actual 
damage sustained and she will be also 
liable in equal proportion and extent, 
should she extend to Mr. P o t t s a sim ­ 
ilar favor to th at now enjoyed by Mr. 
B e a u d r y . 
This i9 the only question 
to be considered by the Council. The 
assumption of Mr. B e a u d r y that Mr. 
P o t t s or any other citizen is not en­ 
titled to the same municipal privileges 
with him self is 
untenable and re­ 
quires no consideration at our hands. 


Death of Ex-President Johnson. 


A nother of our national men lias 
passed 
from 
earth. 
Ex-President 
A n d r e w J o h n s o n 
died yesterday 
moruing at the residence of his daugh­ 
ter,in Greenville, Tennessee, 
Several 
days ago lie was stricken with para­ 
lysis and sunk rapidly until dentil re­ 
lieved him of his suffering. Our dis­ 
patches from the Capitol say t lie news 
of his death is received with profound 
regret, and expressions of sym pathy 
fall from every lip. 
A brief history of 
the man will be read with interest: 
A n d r e w J o h n s o n was born in ltal- 
eigli, N orth Carolina, December 29th. 
1808. 
The straightened circumstan­ 
ces of his father prevented A n d r e w 
from obtaining an education and at 
the age of ten years lie was apprentic­ 
ed to a tailor. 
H earing extracts from 
the speeciiesof Fox and P i t t s o affect­ 
ed him th at lie resolved to learn to 
read. 
He carried out his resolve and 
then devoted his spare moments to 
reading sueii volumes as fell within 
his reach. He went to Tennessee when 
a young m an and settled in Greenville 
where he married. 
H is wife taught 
him to write and cipher. 
He went in­ 
to politics in 1828 ami was elected al­ 
derman. 
In 1835 lie was elected to the 
State Legislature. 
This is the daw n­ 
ing of the political history of a man 
who finally reached the Presidential 
chair and died a United States Senate. 
He took liis seat in the United States 
Senate iu 1857. H is record during the 
opening scenes of the rebellion is well 
known to all. H e was inaugurated 
Vice President on the 4tii of March 
1865 and became President on the 14th 
of April following, after tile assassin­ 
ation of L in c o l n . 
During his term 
of office the House attempted to im ­ 
peach him but the resolution failed by 
a vote of yeas 126, nays 47; not voting 
17. 
At the expiration of his term of 
office he retired to his home in Tenn­ 
essee and one year ago lie was elected 
to the United States Senate,

S t o c k t o n , July 31st.—Over 3,000 
people assembled at National Hall 
this evening to hear the remarks of 
Hon. T. G. Phelps, Republican nom­ 
inee for Governor. 
A procession of 
300 citizens, each bearing a torchlight 
and headed by a line band of music, 
escorted the speaker from the Yosem- 
ite House to the hall, which was ap- 
appropriately decorated with flags, 
evergreens 
and 
patriotic pictures. 
After the regular order of business, 
Mr. Phelps was introduced to his large 
audience amid loud applause. 
His 
first rem arks were 011 tlie war of the 
Rebellion, after whk-li lie picked up 
the railroad question. 
H e was in fa­ 
vor of railroads being built through 
every county lii tiie State, hut he 
wanted such companies to build them 
w ith their own capital, and not with 
that of the people. 
H e was not in fa­ 
vor of monopolies, hut was not so 
hitter in denouncing th at question as 
Gorliam and 
other speakers. 
He 
spoke 011 this subject in agentlem anly 
and pleasing manner. H e dwelt upon 
the expense of our State Government, 
suying th a t it should be cut down iu 
proportion to th at of other States. 
H e thought our State Government 
oflicials were entirely too extravagant 
and using too much of the people’s 
money for paying big salaries, and 
was bitterly opposed to it. 
H e said 
our Secretary of State was drawing 
three salaries, and is allowed to em­ 
ploy three, four, or six clerks, which 
was altogether unnecessary and an in­ 
sult to tlie tax-payers of tlie State. 
H e hoped tlie eyes of the people would 
be opened soon, and th at they should 
protest against such foolish mode of 
expenditures in the future. 
H e com­ 
pared the guards of our State prison 
w ith common farm hands, and said 
they should not be paid any more per 
month for their services than a farm 
laborer, as their work was not a quar­ 
ter as laborious as th at of these farm 
hands, still they were paid double sal­ 
ary. 
He said there never had been a 
time but wbat our State Government 
expenses could have been reduced half 
a million annually, and itcould to-day 
be reduced fifty per cent. 
H e said lie 
had no respect for those sore-heads 
who have left their party because 
they couhl not obtain office. 
In m ak­ 
ing Ills closing remarks he pledged 
himself to reform and low taxation 
should he be elected. 
It was the 
most brilliant and enthusiastic meet­ 


ing that has been held in Stockton du­ 
ring the prosent campaign.
